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a Supply goods are delivered by higher headquarters 

to their subordinates. This is the reason for the 

cQnparetively limited equivment with trein vehicles of 

the divisions and their grsater dapendence on the army. 

Rifle cor,s do not heve train wehicles of thelr own; 

whey are therefore not inssrted in the flow of supply 
and exercise only Limited control. 


e, The supply of guns und stiall arms in addition to 
anumunitions of all kinds is not the responsibility of 
the Chief of the Supply Service but of the Artillery 
Commander at the headquarters of 6ach unit. 


c, In a similar way the supply of chemical, engineer, 
signal ecuipment and all the ecuipment needed by tank and 
mechanized troops is. directed by the headquarters of 

the comaunders of the vuri.ous branches of service. In 
this respect the Chief of the Supply Service etercises a 
control only with regard to transportetion problems. 


A su ,ply Plow chart as assumed by this Iroject is attached 
as ean Annex, ‘The chart is based on a comjarison of the 
German information on the Soviet supply system as existing 
toward the end of ‘world “ar II and the fragmntary post- 
war infotmation. As stated above, the almost peacetime- 
like conditions ,revailing in the Soviet Zone of Germany 
render the clarification of the standard sujply flow 
difficult, 


Thus, for instance, su,ply goods are now being, shipped by 
rail from the army depots to the durcps of. the divisions 
and often as far as the receiving regiments while under 
wartime conditions these supplies are norcally delivered 
on trucks of the army or division concerned. Supply 
shi,ments are also, ot ,resent, largely controlled by the 
soviet Control Commission while these functions, in time 
of war, are exercised by the Transportation Departments 
of the Front or Army Hendcuarters. Another factor which 
makes the clurificetion of the yertinent »icture more 
difficult is the absence of any trear areas" anc ths mixed 
cuartering of troo, units and the Supply services.
